1. In September 1949, the hth Mtz Inf Brig was assigned to a tank 
unit in bucharest which had the surneme Tudor Vladimirescu and 
which was commanded by General lircea laupt. This general and 
all the units under his cowmand ere awarded the Fight for Peace 
Medal on 23 August 1919. The brigade was under the command of a 
colonel, One Major Zemifirescu (7), (fnu), was the politcal officer 
of the unit. # 


2. The brigade was quartered in the eastern section of the barracks 
installations 1n Bucharest-Cotroceni, west of the railroad line 
to the Dealul Spirei railroad station and south of the railroad 
branch line crossing the area of the barracks installations in a 
westerly direction. The Cotroceni airficld and the Dinamo Plant 
were located just west of the quarters of the brigade, The in» 
stallation comorised three sinvle=-story barracks buildings, each 
20x50 meters; a sinrle-story barracks buildiaz, 25x70 meters, a 
three-story barracks building, 20x100 meters; and another barracks 
building, 20x10) meters. 
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3. At least four infantry battalions of the brigade were quartered in 
the barracks installations, Each battalion consisted of four companies. 
The total strength of the four battalions was estimated at about 
1,000 men, who came fron all parts of Rumania. + 


lh. The weapons used by the II Bn were old and in poor condition. Arout 
99 percent of them were of Soviet origin. The weavons seen included 
Soviet model lossunagan 1-2 long carbines with detachable bayonet; 
new Soviet model Mossunagan 4, short rifles with fixed bayonet; model 
2B carbines which were used for zuard purposes; Soviet submachine guns 
with drum magazines; Soviet and German light machine guns: Soviet 
heavy machine guns; medium and heavy mortars; Sovict AT rifles; and 
light infantry guns with barrels about 1.5 meters long and mouated on 
rubber=tired wheels.
